RULES 

A '<rn' Delhi, the 4th August 1973 

No. 10/T6/73-CS.II. — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held bv the Institute of Secretariat Training and 
Management in 1973 for the purpose of filling temporary 
vacancies in Grade 111 of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers’ Service and Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service are published for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training & Management in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix 1 to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places aL which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Institute. 

3. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Institute. Reservation will be made for candidates who are 
Ex-Servicemen and for candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacancies as 
may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Ex-Serviceman means a person who has served in unv rank 
(whether as a corirbatant or not) in the Armed Forces of 
the Union for a continuous period of six months and who 
has been released olhervvise than bv wav of dismissal or dis- 
charge on account of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation* — For the purpose of these Rules “Armed 
Forces of the Union" shall include the Armed Forces of the 
former Indian States but does not include members of the 
following Forces, namely : — 

(a) As, am Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayuk Sena; and 

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Caslcs/Tribes

Only 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint- 
ment will be medically examined. 

Noth. — In the case of disabled ex-Dcfeneo Service per- 
sonnel a ceiti/icate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Hoard of the Defence Service, will be considered
